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RETURN TO FORM? 

Council to be quizzed over smaller school plans 


Parents are set to question Kingston 
Council about its latest plans for a 
smaller new secondary school 
tonight. 

The school, to be located in the 
North Kingston Centre, will have 
just 180 places, with six forms of 
entry, rather than the initial 240 
across eight forms. 

North Kingston has been hit by a 
school places crisis, which escalated 
in 2008 after the council was hit by a 
rising birth rate and a fall in chil¬ 
dren in private schools. 

The new director of learning and 
children’s service Nick Whitfield

has written to parents telling them 
the school will be smaller, partly 
based on places at Grey Court in 
Richmond. 

Councillor Patricia Bamford, 
Kingston’s lead member for 
children and young people, said the 
decrease was based on changed 
pupil projections. 

She said: “There was some opposi¬ 
tion to an eight-form of entry school 
anyway. Some people thought it 
would be too large for the site. We 


don’t want to waste resources.” 

Conservative councillor Dennis 
Doe said he recommended just six 
forms back in 2007. 

He said: “Instead of faffing about 
as they have been doing for years we 
have now got a director who says 
these are the figures, this is how we 
are going to do it. 

“The figures suggest that six forms 
will be enough in north Kingston.” 

But Laurie South, the chairman of 
Kingston Labour Party, warned if 
more places were needed, the back¬ 
lash would be costly. 

He said: “If you have insufficient 


classes in a school the fury is going 
to be just overwhelming. If they get 
it wrong they deserve all the acrimo¬ 
ny that parents can fire upon them.” 

Kingston Educational Trust will 
enter the proposals to the Depart¬ 
ment for Education for the next 
round of free school submissions, 
which close on January 4, next 
year. 

The council had hoped to start 
building last month, but failed fund¬ 
ing bids and the shift to a free school 
proposal, put the bid back

Nurse who tied patient with 
sheet allowed to work again 


A care home nurse who tied a 
woman with dementia down 
with a bed sheet to stop her 
smearing faeces over herself is 
free to return to nursing, a 
hearing has ruled. 

Orlando de la Cruz, who was 
a nurse at Galsworthy House 
Nursing Home on Kingston 
Hill, had his ruling delivered 
on Friday by the Nursing and 
Midwifery Council (NMC) 
after a two-day hearing. 

He admitted restraining an 
elderly woman, referred to as 
resident A, by tying a bed 
sheet over her body to the rails 
on either side of the bed. 

The NMC panel said Mr de la 
Cruz’s actions on January 15 
last year placed her at risk of 
harm and were “misguided” 
but said he was trying to

protect her. 

The panel heard it was a bad 
night for resident A, who was 
restless, and the sheet was tied 
loosely. 

She remained tied up until a 
handover the following day 
when she was found by staff 
on the day shift. 

Mr de la Cruz was present at 
the hearing but was not legally 
represented. 

He told the panel that the in¬ 
cident had taught him to be 
more cautious and said he 
would now act differently if he 
was faced with a similar situa¬ 
tion. 

He said that he considered 
himself to be a hands-on nurse 


who enjoyed caring for pa¬ 
tients and said that he would 
never restrain a patient again. 

The panel said there was no 
evidence Mr de la Cruz’s re¬ 
straint arose out of any im¬ 
proper motives or with intent 
to harm the woman and they 
were satisfied he would not do 
it again. 

They said: “This was a one- 
off incident and the panel is 
satisfied that appropriate steps 
have been taken by Mr de 
la Cruz to remediate this 
behaviour.” 

The panel ruled that his fit¬ 
ness to practise was not im¬ 
paired and did not impose any 
sanctions on him, leaving him 
free to continue working as a 
nurse, when the hearing con¬ 
cluded on Friday, October 5. 


A spokesman for Galsworthy 
House said: “While the NMC 
has brought no sanctions 
against Mr de la Cruz, we can 
categorically confirm he has 
not been an employee of 
Galsworthy House since we re¬ 
ported the incident and inves¬ 
tigated in January 2011. 

“When the incident occurred 
20 months ago, the senior staff 
team acted immediately and 
Mr de la Cruz was suspended 
straight away and all of the 
appropriate authorities were 
informed. An internal investi¬ 
gation was held and Mr de la 
Cruz was dismissed. 

“The health and wellbeing of 
our residents is our absolute 
priority and we are proud 
of the high quality care we 
deliver.”

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‘Funds delay’ means school 
will not be finished on time

Children will be stuck in 
temporary classrooms for 
another three months after 
the architect for a school 
rebuild admitted next year’s 
September deadline could 
not be met. 

The assurance that the 
temporary decant of Christ 
Church Junior School would 
be for only a year was 
made as recently as two 
weeks ago. 

But architect Nick Baker 
told parents and residents on 
Wednesday the school would 
not be finished until January 
because of delays in Govern¬ 
ment funding. 

He said: “If you are starting 
behind the line you are never 
going to catch up, even if you 
are Usain Bolt. 


“We really are in desperate 
situations. We are doing as 
much as we possibly can.” 

The school was relocated 
into seven temporary class¬ 
rooms on playing fields be¬ 
hind Mount Road in New 
Malden after its Elm Road 
site was declared dangerous 
last year. 

It was hoped the temporary 
move would free up the ju¬ 
nior school site and allow for 
a rebuild to be completed in 
time for pupils to return to 
for the new school year in 
September 2013. 

Headteacher Tabitha White 
said planning permission to 
stay on the temporary site 
would now have to be extend¬ 
ed for longer than the agreed 
12-month period. 

She said: “We thought we 
would get the amount of 
funding in earlier. It is a 


frustrating situation.” 

A planning application will 
be submitted in two weeks 
and it is hoped it will 
be considered at Kingston 
Council’s committee meeting 
on December 12 to allow 
work to start next March. 

Plans for the new school in¬ 
clude six car parking spaces, 
including a disabled bay, 
cycle racks, a covered en¬ 
trance, a paved and protected 
waiting area, and a large 
hall. 

Architects hope to include 
panels of coloured glass after 
its successful use at the bor¬ 
ough’s newest school, Lime 
Tree Primary in Surbiton, 
and hope a kitchen will be 
added at a later stage when 
funding becomes available. 

Plans will remain on dis¬ 
play in the school for the 
public to view.

Was damage to vehicles 
caused by drive-by shots?

An air gun may have been used 
in a suspected drive-by attack 
that shattered two car 
windows. 

Residents in Connaught 
Road, New Malden, were left 
shocked by the incident, which 
happened at about 9pm on Sat¬ 
urday, September 29. 

Dylan White was visiting his 
mother in New Malden when 
his Volvo estate parked in the 
street was attacked.

It seems awful, like a 
drive-by shooting in America. 
It was a shock.” 

A Kingston police spokesman 
said they were called to the 


scene to reports of damage to a 
car and found two cars with 
shattered windows but no 
property was stolen. 

The spokesman said: “Police 
are currently investigating the 
incidents and considering 
whether the damage was 
caused by an air weapon. 


However, no pellets were 
found at the scene to support 
this theory.” 

More than £300 of damage 
was caused during the inci¬ 
dents. Both victims had their 
windows repaired, but warned 
people to park in their drive¬ 
ways wherever possible.

A 45ft aeroplane section has land¬ 
ed at Kingston College in time for 
the start of the new term. 

The segment of an Embraer 
EMB 110 Bandeirante passenger 
plane forms part of a new aviation 
village at the college’s Penrhyn 
Road site and is a tribute to 
Kingston’s strong aeronautical 
history. 

According to the college the un¬ 
usual addition of a large aero¬ 
plane segment will become 
an interactive resource for 
students. 

Travel and tourism lecturer 
Daniel Dobranski said: “This will 
become a unique and exciting re¬ 
source for all our learners in trav¬ 
el and tourism together with our 
engineering learners.” 

The arrival of the unorthodox 
teaching aid has taken eight 
months’ planning and will pro¬ 
vide a chance for students to get 
hands-on experience of working 
with a real plane. 

The South American-built air¬ 
craft usually carries about 20 pas¬ 
sengers and is generally used for 
internal flights, as opposed to the 
military Hawker jets that were 
once built in Kingston. 

David Hassard, of the Kingston 


aviation centenary project, 
said: “I am delighted that 
Kingston University and Kingston 
College still have aeronautical de¬ 
partments and still do these sorts 
of things. 

“They are investing in their 
aeronautical departments and 
making sure people get their 
hands on real aeroplanes. 

That is great as we don’t want 
the heritage and knowledge and 
skills in this area to be lost.” 

The plane will be used by engi¬ 
neering students to practise 


restoration and repair work and 
by travel and tourism students for 
cabin crew sessions. 

An extra aircraft fuselage sec¬ 
tion, complete with 12 seats, fully 
useable emergency doors, a galley 
area and cabin crew jump seat 
will also be used for emergency 
drills and rapid decompression 
demonstrations. 

Kingston University also has its 
own real aircraft teaching facili¬ 
ties and is home to a Learjet, 
which can be used for students to 
practise their skills.

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Failings over baby inquest delay

A coroner has apologised to 
grieving parents after it took 
three years for mistakes that 
led to the death of their twin 
baby daughter to be heard at 
inquest. 

Lucy Wood, conceived with 
IVF treatment, suffocated dur¬ 
ing delivery at Kingston Hospi¬ 
tal on June 29, 2009, and spent 
the rest of her short life on life 
support. Her twin survived. 

Coroner Dr Peter Ellis criti¬ 
cised the hospital for failing to 
report the death, forcing par¬ 
ents Lucy and Malcolm Wood 
to contact the coroner’s court 
to get to the bottom of their 
baby’s death. 

They had to wait until Au¬ 
gust 2010 to discover there had 
been an internal investigation, 
despite raising concerns at a 
meeting two months after 
Lucy’s death, a situation de¬ 
scribed as lamentable by Dr 
Ellis. 

At that meeting a consultant 
dismissed concerns over the 
handling of the birth, even 
though multiple investigations 
were ongoing, her inquest 
heard. 

Speaking at Fulham Coro¬ 
ner’s Court on September 28, 
Dr Ellis said: “I am very sorry 
it has taken three years for you 
to have this heard in court. 

“We cannot turn back time 


and make things right. 

“I hope it is some comfort for 
you to know Lucy’s death was 
not worthless and that has pro¬ 
voked profound changes at 
Kingston Hospital to try to en¬ 
sure this tragedy does not hap¬ 
pen again.” 

Recording a narrative ver¬ 
dict, he criticised the hospital 
for serious “individual and 


systematic failings in plan¬ 
ning, supervision and monitor¬ 
ing” of the birth. 

He pointed to a lack of effec¬ 
tive leadership from on duty 
obstetrician Naguib Naguib, 
describing him as “a captain 
not on the bridge when he was 
most needed”. 

He stopped short of referring 
his case to the General Medical 


Council. 

He said midwife Tatiana 
McGill had not followed basic 
guidelines, properly examined 
the foetal monitor or commu¬ 
nicated with the on-duty regis¬ 
trar. 

He said: “This ought to have 
been reported to this court by 
the hospital. 

“The trust knew or ought to 


have known the pathologist’s 
conclusion as to the cause of 
death was directly related to 
shortcomings in midwifery 
and obstetric care identified in 
the root cause analysis.” 

He said audits of multiple 
births at the hospital did 
not indicate perfect standards, 
but steps had been taken to 
improve care. 


An apology 

The head of midwifery at 
Kingston Hospital apologised 
to the parents of Lucy Wood for 
failing to report the toddler’s 
death to the coroner’s court. 

Anna Dellaway issued a pub¬ 
lic apology on behalf of the 
hospital, admitting it should 
have contacted the court after 
an internal investigation had 
taken place. 

She said a child death scruti¬ 
ny panel was recently estab¬ 
lished to investigate all child 
deaths and to report the deaths 
to the coroner’s office. 

She said: “Firstly, on behalf of 
the trust, I would like to person¬ 
ally and publicly say how sorry 
we are for the sad and tragic 
loss of Lucy Wood. We ac¬ 
knowledge we had an opportu¬ 
nity once the investigation was 
done to report to the coroner 
and for that we apologise.” 

When asked why the family’s 
concern over the handling of 
the birth was dismissed so 
early into the investigation, she 
said: “When Mrs Wood was 
seen by the obstetrician the re¬ 
port was still in progress so the 
obstetrician was not able to 
provide her with all the informa¬ 
tion. Serious incident investiga¬ 
tions can be a lengthy 
process.” 

She admitted neither Mr 
Naguib nor Mrs McGill had 
been disciplined following the 
incident, but said a programme 
of development was put in 
place to deal with concerns 
raised in the investigation.

Edward Davey’s declaration of 
victory in the campaign to save a 
Kingston Hospital children’s 
ward has been questioned by 
political opponents who said 
the Sunshine ward was still 
threatened. 

The ward was in the frame to be 
shut by the Better Services Better 
Value (BSBV) review, which aims 
to improve services and save 
money. 

The 26 inpatient beds in the 
Sunshine ward could be closed 
and moved to St George’s Hospi¬ 
tal Tooting if recommendations 
of the BSBV NHS review are 
pushed through. 

Mr Davey, MP for Kingston and 
Surbiton, said last month the 
Sunshine ward had been saved. 

But Richard Donnelly, secretary 
of Kingston Trades Council, 
which represents local trade 
unions, said: “Ed Davey has tried 
to claim victory against plans to 
close Sunshine - but nothing 
has actually changed from the 
proposals. 

“SW London NHS still wants to 
close down the inpatients’ ser¬ 
vices for local children - and that 
means parents will have to 


commute to Tooting to see their 
sick kids.” 

Better Services Better Value de¬ 
clined to comment on whether it 
had changed its proposals since 
the launch of the Save Sunshine 
ward campaign. 

Mr Davey insisted the proposals 
had changed since his campaign 
with a “paediatric assessment 
unit” changed to a “short stay 
ward”. 

He also said the review team 
were on the record as saying the 
“vast majority” of children treat¬ 


ed now at Kingston would contin¬ 
ue to be treated there, which he 
said was very different from how 
the original proposals were ex¬ 
plained and understood by medi¬ 
cal staff at Kingston Hospital. 

He said: “I’m finding it irritat¬ 
ing when people are effectively 
accusing me of lying when I’m re¬ 
peating things from the hospital. 

“I’m clear from what I have read 
and been told, they have changed 
significantly.” 

The plans will be subject to pub¬ 
lic consultation later this year.

Some mediators are also 
qualified solicitors, who can bring 
their understanding of the law 
to your case. You need to know 
though, that a mediator can’t 
give you ‘partial’ or ‘just for you’ 
advice during the mediation. You 
also can’t hire the solicitor that 
mediated your breakup if you end 
up going to court. 


Mediation can help you avoid 
further fights and bickering as well as 
save you money, but don't be rushed 
into accepting any outcome.

Even if you’re happy with how the 
mediation is going, it’s worth getting 
advice from your own solicitor If you 
don’t understand what an out-of- 
court settlement means, for example, 
your solicitor can help clarify things. 


Remember that a mediator is 
always neutral. Only a solicitor can 
be there to fight your corner.

Sometimes mediation isn’t enough. 

If you and your ex can't come to 
an understanding, a solicitor can be 
your ally if you go to court. 

It may be tempting to save money 
by representing yourself in court, 
but you may end up not getting 
what you want or what you deserve, 
and it costing you more in the long 
run. Although the cost of using a 
solicitor can be a serious concern, 
even taking legal advice before going 
to court and representing yourself 
can be money well spent.

Better cycling security in 
town centre is good idea 


After reading the open letter 
to Councillor Shiraz Mirza 
asking for improvements for 
cyclists in the Kingston area 
rather than a monument as a 
legacy from the Olympics, I 
wanted to make a further sug¬ 
gestion (Better cycling safety 
would be perfect Olympic 
legacy, September 27). 

I used to really enjoy cycling 
along the towpath from Wal¬ 
ton to Kingston for an after¬ 
noon shopping combined with 
exercise, but last time I did 


this both my and my hus¬ 
band’s bike were stolen from 
the rack outside John Lewis, 
opposite TK Maxx. 

I was shocked at the police 
reaction when I asked them 
advice about what to do to pre¬ 
vent this in future and they 
simply told me that the rack I 
used was a crime hotspot, 
thefts are really common and 
it seems the CCTV is of little 
use. 

They said no matter how 
good the bike lock, a thief can 


break through it and the only 
remedy would be to find an¬ 
other rack further in the cen¬ 
tre of town and not leave the 
bike too long. 

I feel I have no choice now 
but to drive to Kingston, 
which means no exercise, fre¬ 
quent traffic jams and queues 
for the car park. I would really 
welcome a safe place to leave 
my bike and would be pre¬ 
pared to pay for it, say £1 for a 
secure bike park, still much 
cheaper than the car park. 


Could a self financing 
scheme be investigated, 
whereby the bikes are held in 
a similar rack to the Barclays 
bikes? 

I am sure people who want 
to go shopping by bike would 
be prepared to pay for addi¬ 
tional security and therefore 
spend longer in Kingston pa¬ 
tronising the shops and 
restaurants.

As an AST ambulance ser¬ 
vice employee I felt the need 
to address the residents and 
especially Mike Hoare of 
Chessington Residents’ Asso¬ 
ciation (Ambulance job loss¬ 
es, September 27). 

The main cause for concern 
to all the residents surround¬ 
ing the company is “parking 
in the street”. 

On a scale of one to 10 with 
everything going on in the 
country, someone parking 
outside your house to go to 
work is possibly on the scale 
between one and two. A very 
minor nuisance at best, but 
not life changing. 

AST has encouraged all the 
workers to use public trans¬ 
port, cycles or motorcycles/ 
scooters to come to work 
wherever possible. 

The amount of staff park¬ 
ing locally is minimal, but 
they are noticeable due to the 
green ambulance clothing 
and fluorescent jackets. 

Next door to AST a new 
Tesco Express is being built. 

With the size of the build¬ 
ing, how many Tesco workers 
will have to park their vehi¬ 
cles in the adjoining streets? 
How much more traffic will it 
generate? This has not been 
questioned. 

What will happen when 
someone parks outside your 
driveway because “they were 
only popping in quickly” to 
Tesco? 


The residents have the in¬ 
convenience of parking a few 
extra yards away from their 
house, but what about the 
shopkeepers in the vicinity 
of Tesco that will have to 
close? 

I can think of at least six 
stores within 100 yards that 
will no longer be able to gen¬ 
erate a living for their family. 
The residents can look for¬ 
ward to a vast amount of 
charity shops starting up as 
no convenience shops will 
survive any longer. 

AST has always tried to 
generate local businesses 
with their custom at all 
times. 

Now we have been asked to 
leave by Mr Hoare and his as¬ 
sociation, it will be a loss to 
more people than just the 
staff being made redundant. 

Just so people are aware of 
the directors who run the 
company, two ambulances 
were donated to a Caribbean 
country via one of the em¬ 
ployees of the company only 
last month. 

To finish I would just like to 
add that the next time (God 
forbid) an emergency vehicle 
is called out to this area, how 
far did they have to travel to 
attend and how sooner could 
it have arrived to save a life?

She returned to the centre last 
Sunday, taking part in a musical 
performance. 

Speaking of her time at the cen¬ 
tre, she said: “For many years, it 
was more therapeutic, helping 
with my mobility, my co-ordina¬ 
tion, muscle strengthening. 

“With riding, my posture and my 
walk improved a lot. I have always 
enjoyed riding and over the years I 
would often watch the more ad¬ 
vanced riders with admiration.” 

She said it was great to return to 
the centre. 

Miss Tan said: “To be honest, I 
did not realise it was not only 
going to be Singapore’s first ever 


medals for the Paralympics, but 
also it was the first for the whole of 
Asia in the equestrian events. 

“When my first event in the Bei¬ 
jing 2008 had finished and I got my 
bronze medal I felt as though I was 
dreaming - in a state of shock.” 

Miss Tan met her horse, Ruben 
James, last October and said she 
fell in love with him within five 
minutes of jumping in the 
saddle. 

After winning two medals in 
London this summer Miss Tan 
took part in the victory parade in 
Singapore and enjoyed a cham¬ 
pagne dinner. 

Miss Tan trains with Diamond 
Centre’s instructor Penny Pegrum 
and hopes to be selected for Rio in 
2016. 


Firefighters offered redundancy in cuts 


Frontline firefighters have 
been offered voluntary redun¬ 
dancy by London Fire Brigade, 
which is considering the move 
as a way to make £65m worth of 
cuts. 

Firefighters and non- 
uniformed staff for the capi¬ 
tal’s brigade received letters 
asking for expressions of inter¬ 
est in voluntary redundancy, 
which could help make savings 
ordered by Mayor Boris John¬ 
son. 

The Fire Brigades Union 
(FBU) secretary for Kingston 
and Richmond, Paul Neale, said 
the offer was based on the 
statutory minimum payments 
and it is hoped the offer would 
be increased. 

He said: “It is highly unlikely 


such an unattractive offer 
would appeal to the broad mass 
of FBU members. 

“Even if it did, we believe it 
would be premature and 
counter-productive to express 
interest in voluntary redundan¬ 
cy, especially given the authori¬ 
ty’s ongoing discussions with 
the Government regarding the 
potential for increasing the 
offer.” 

Mr Neale said the proposal 
might be seen as beneficial to 
about 80 firefighters in 
Kingston and Richmond who 
have done at least 30 years of 
service. 

He said the union was con¬ 
cerned about the additional 
stress and workload that would 
be put on uniformed staff that 


remain in their jobs if the 
brigade decided to pursue vol¬ 
untary redundancies. 

A London Fire Brigade 
spokesman said: “Like virtual¬ 
ly every other public service, 
the brigade is facing the need to 
make savings. 

“We have been given a target 
for these savings, and we are 
currently considering our re¬ 
sponse to this. All options are 
being considered but no deci¬ 
sions have yet been made.” 

Mr Neale also claimed the 
brigade would not be recruiting 
in 2013. 

London Fire Brigade (LFB) is 
due to publish formal proposals 
on budget cuts on November 15, 
which will be followed by a con¬ 
sultation with the union.

a. occupied by not less than five people who do not form a single 
household, irrespective of number of storeys in height; or 

b. that are three or more storeys in height and occupied by three or more 
unrelated individuals, with the exception of those described in paragraph 6. 

6. This designation shall not apply to any HMOs within the area of the Authority which 
comprises: 

a. a converted block of flats to which Section 257 of the Act applies; or 

b. residential accommodation to which Schedule 14 to the Act applies 

EFFECT OF DESIGNATION 

7. Every HMO to which this designation applies must be licensed under Part 2 of the Act 
unless: - 

a. a temporary exemption notice is in force in relation to it under Section 62 of 
the Act; or 

b. an interim or final management order is in force in relation to it under 
Chapter 1 of Part 4 of the Act.

Bird flies home to Kingston

Full back Tom Bird is hoping 
to rebuild some bridges at 
Kingsmeadow following his 
switch back to Kingstonian 
in the wake of his departure 
from crisis club Carshalton 
Athletic. 

Ks, featuring Bird in their 
starting line-up for the first 
time since last season, went 
top of the Ryman Premier 
League on Saturday with a 
convincing 3-1 win over 
Lewes, thanks to a Wade 
Small brace and a Dean 
Lodge strike late on. 

The talented left-back 
switched to Colston Avenue

When the summer 
came, Carshalton showed an 
interest. 

“It wasn’t about cash. I 
wanted to play for a team 
that expected to win the 
league and I’m ambitious.^ 
But I never should have left.^3 
It wasn’t the same there. 

“I’m comfortable at Ks. 
Dowse is the best manager 
I’ve ever had. 

“I saw Kingstonian had got 
off to a great start and there 
are some very good players 
here now. 

“I want to win the league 
with Ks and prove myself 
again to everybody.” 

No sooner had Kingstonian 
marched to the top of the 
table than they came back 
down again with a heavy 
defeat at Wealdstone on Mon¬ 
day night. 

The descent to sixth place 
was all the more painful for 
being unexpected after going 
two goals up - through 
strikes from Andre McCollin 
and Gary MacDonald - with 
18 minutes on the clock.
